To promote systematic and thorough culture, the Master’s 
degree and the degree of Doctor of Philosophy will be con- 
ferred upon any Bachelor of Arts, of Science, or of Philosophy 
of any reputable college who shall comply with the following 
requirements. | 

The following courses of study are presented, which may be 
pursued by non-resident graduates. Any three of the groups 
or units designated by the Roman numerals, I, II, III, etc., 
provided they are selected from the same department, will be 
regarded as one year’s study. On passing a satisfactory exam- 
ination therein, the candidate will be entitled to the second 
degree, z. ¢., a Bachelor of Science, of Philosophy, or of Arts, 
will be entitled to the corresponding Master’s degree. After 
satisfactory examination on another year’s course of study, 
selected as before explained, the degree of Ph. D. will be con- 
ferred. ‘These degrees are offered to none but regular gradu- 
ates of colleges, and the Master’s degree conferred zx cursu or 
causa honoris will not be accepted as a substitute for the first 
year’s post-graduate study. In this University a study of Latin 
equivalent to four books of Cesar is requisite for the degree 
of B.S., and the higher degrees will not be conferred upon 
any who are not thus qualified. 
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Candidates for these degrees will furnish documentary evi- 
dence by diploma or otherwise, that the required Bachelor’s 
degree has been received, and before entering upon their 
studies will matriculate by the payment of the matriculation 
fee and by furnishing to the Dean of the Faculty, Prof. John 
R. French, the following items:—(1) Name in full, (2) resi- 
‘dence, (3) age, (4) present occupation, (5) date of graduation, 
(6) from what college graduated, (7) degree received, (8) 
under-graduate course pursued (classical or otherwise), (9) 
post-graduate course proposed. Blanks for this purpose will 
be furnished on application. 

The candidate will appear at the University for examination, 
and will present and defend a thesis of not less than four 
thousand words on some subject connected with the course of 
study pursued. Examinations upon the work of the two years 
may be taken at one time, or 1n two sections—each covering the 
work of one year—as may be desired; but examinations will 
not be given upon smaller fractions of the course. They. may 
occur at any time (except in June) that shall be mutually con- 
venient. For obvious reasons the Faculty have deemed it wise 
to require all candidates on the contiment of North America 
to take these examinations in Syracuse. All requests for 
question papers to be sent elsewhere are declined. The exam- 
inations are somewhat rigorous, occupying from two to five 
days upon each year’s work. 

Candidates for these degrees are requested to give to the 
Dean of the Faculty, at least six weeks’ notice of the subjects 
upon which they desire to be examined, and the time for such 
examination will then be arranged by correspondence. The 
following fees are required to be prepaid:
